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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Remarks 

1. Applicants' arguments and amendments, filed on 3/21/03, have been approved 
and entered. They have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are 
hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either newly applied 
or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to the instant 
application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 -3, 7-11,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Macfarlane (5,010,183). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-25 and 88-113 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Macfarlane (5,010,183) in view of Macfarlane (5,728,822). 



Applicants argue that the references do not suggest the instant invention because they 
do not disclose the use of protease and buffer for the extraction of nucleic acid. This is 
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not convincing because the reference (5,010,183), specifically describes that proteinase 
K can be used during the addition of the cationic detergent (col. 5, l.nes 6) and the use 
of buffer is described in the examples. Therefore the rejections are maintained.
